Beaten and Kidnaped 


Louisville Society Leader Held By Abductors 
for $50,000 Ransom; Maid Bound and 
Gagged by Daylight ‘Snatchers.’ 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 10.—(4), 


Berry V. Stoll, young society 
leader and wife of a wealthy oil man, 


was seized from her fashionable home 
late today by a kidnaper who left a 
note containing a threat and a demand 
for $50,000 ransom. 

Beaten by the abductor who gained 
entrance to the house on a _ pretext 
and left her maid bound and gagged, 
Mrs. Stoll was spirited away in an 
automobile. 

Federal, city and county authorities 
immediately began a wide search. 

There was blood on the floor of 
the home and Mrs. Fowler Willett, 
24, maid, who was found bound and 
gagged, told Mr. Stoll that the man 
had beaten Mrs. Stoll in a struggle 
with her and at the point of a pistol 
had bound the maid to a chair, The 
hands of Mrs. Stoll, a slender bru- 
net, were then bound with tape. 

Mr. Stoll discovered the maid when 
he’ returned home shortly after 5 
o'elock and later issued a statement 
addresed to the kidnaper: 

“Berry Stoll has just found the note 
regarding the ransom and arrange- 
ments are being made accordingly.’ 

He declined to make its contents 
public, but it was learned that in ad- 


»dition to demanding money, it con- 
tained a threat that William A. Stoll, 
president of the Stoll Refining Com- 


pany, was “next on the list.” He is 
a brother of Berry Stoll} the vice 
president, and is president of the 
Louisville board of trade. Stoll said 
the ransom note was found in an up- 
stairs bedroom. 

“When I came in,” said Mr. Stoll, 
“IT immediately untied the maid from 
her chair. 1 got from her a descrip- 
tion of the man. She said he was 
very white of face and that his lips 
were unusually red. I think he must 
be a former convict. I then ran 


and telephoned the police. I also call- 
ed William Speed, my wife’s father 
and others, 

“When I came back home I found 
the note on a hed upstairs and it 
contained the information about the 
ransom, Apparently the kidnapers 
have me confused with my father, 
C. C. Stoll. The note kept referring 
to him. Yet the kidnapers must know 
me. Maybe it was someone in the 
army with me, because the maid told 
me the man declared to her: ‘If

MARSEILLE, Oct. 10.—()—The 
bullet-torn body of Alexander, king 
of Jugoslavia, was started back to his 
homeland on a destroyer today as au- 
thorities announced discovery of defi- 
nite proof that the Czech passport 
found on the body of his assassin was 
forged. 

Meanwhile, France was shaken 
politically and Europe nervous over 
possible consequences of his deed at 
Marseille yesterday. 

Fear that the double assassination 
—of King Alexander, of Yugoslavia, 
and Foreign Minister Louis Barthou, 
of Frante— might wreck the conti- 
nent’s peace as did the killing of Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand at Serajevo 20 
years ago, lessened overnight. 

Nevertheless, conviction was exe 
pressed in many quarters that Kale- 
men may have changed the course of 
events in Europe,

tionality, highly important because of 
its political implications, preoccupied 
police over the continent tonight, and 
everywhere authorities sought clues 
which might enable them definitely to 
identify him.

ICE WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The gr-r-r-eat government drive 

to unfreeze the capital market has been accompanied by 
more ballyhoo than anything since the NRA. Jesse Jones, the RFC 
chairman, has talked himself hoarse. Even the staid old federal re- 
serve board crowd took to the radio. 

Together, they have done everything short of ramming money 
down the throats of businessmen in an effort to get rid of the 
$580,000,000 which congress authorized for this noble experiment 
in credit expansion. . 

No one will believe it, but today, after three months of effort, 
they have managed to put out less than $5,000,000. That leaves 
them only 575 more millions to go. 


EVIDENCE 1 The latest tabulations by the RFC and FRB are in- 
credible, but official. On October 6, the RFC had 
exactly $2,357,000 outstanding in loans of this character. On 
October 3, the FRB total was $2,467,000. Add them together and 
you find that the government unfroze the capital market to the 
tune oi $4,824,000 up to very recent dates. , 

The heat from that would not be enough to unfreeze an ice 
cream cone on a July day. 

It is so bad you cannot blame the government agencies for try- 
ing to make it look a little better by giving more prominence to 
the amount of loans authorized, instead of loans actually made. The 
RFC has authorized about 12 millions and the FRB 10. If these 
loans actually are made later, the scope of success would be 27 
millions, which might unfreeze something, but certainly not the 
credit structure. 


TROUBLE There is just one reason for this—human nature. 

That is one of the few things which cannot be 
changed by ballyhoo. In the first place, no honest government 
official is going to make a bad loan, if he can detect that it is bad. 
Certainly, Jesse Jones and the federal reserve boarders are not. 
No one knows how many applications Jones has turned down, but 
there are figures to show that, out of the first 2,800 applications 
received by the FRB, about 1,300 (nearly half) were rejected. The 
reasons were that the borrowers could not offer good collateral, 
were not in good financial condition or were ineligible. 

In the second place, no businessman with good collateral or in 
good financial condition is going to borrow money from the gov- 
ernment or anyone else uless he thinks he is going to make a 
profit out of using the money. 

This current experience is a rather conclusive indication that 
the people who want to bring back prosperity by artificial credit 
expansion are trying to make the horse run backward. 

All the credit in the world will not move a bobbin industry un- 
less it is accompanied by expectations of future business profits. 


SCARE The state department has not been so frightened since 

the World War as when the first news of the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander came through. The identity of the as- 
sassin was not known. Gray hairs turned white because everyone 
feared Italian sympathizers might be involved. That would’ have 
meant war. 

Italy has been subject to a bitter attack in the Yugoslay press 
lately, even to remarks criticizing the bravery of Italian soldiers. 
The French were bringing Alexander to Paris in hopes of effecting 
a reconciliation for him with Mussolini. 

All the insiders conjured up the possibilities of troops marching 
before nightfall, with no stops at the border line. 

The inner tension relaxed when word came that the guilty were 
Croat revolutionists. The worst our officials expected then was

SINEWS Opponents of Upton Sinclair have sent a representative 

to the New York financial district to solicit campaign 
funds. This representative left the impression with certain callers 
that his crowd hoped to collect a half million dollars. 

He did very well. Many New York investors have been worried 
about the effect of a Sinclair victory on California industries. Their 
fears already have been reflected in stock market prices and in the 
flight of capital from California. 

Sinclair’s friends in New York also are collecting funds, hut they 
live in a different part of town. 


NOTES Rumors flew thick and fast when Mr. Roosevelt can- 
celed the radio broadcast arrangements for his speech 
to the bankers. The most likely inside explanation was that he did 


not have much to Say. 


No one mentioned the fact that Chief Justice Hughes did not 
participate in last Monday's decision against the Mellon aluminum 
company. .The reason was that, in a brief filed by aluminum at- 
torneys, it was pointed out that, some years back, the chief justice 
served aS an attorney for the company. 


Jesse Jones says that there will be no government ownership 
of railroads as long as they have collateral on which to borrow from 
the RFC, but the truth is the roads which are sagging do not have 


the collateral.

‘Everything Seems Over,’ 
Communist and _  An- 
archist Leaders Admit. 


MADRID, Oct. 10.—(#)—Bitterness 
among the leftist groups emerged from 
the ashes of the revolution today as 
the government planned stern dis- 
ciplinary measures for arrested par- 
ticipants. 

Eleven more deaths were added to 
the toll of uncounted hundreds to- 
night with reports from the war min- 
istry that foreign legion forces im- 
ported from Morocco had completed 
a mop-up campaign at Oviedo, north- 
ern Spain, 

It was reported warships operating

I was a little girl, but if Hollywood 
needed flappers, I was determined 
to qualify. I had noticed that the 
Sure way .to flapperism evidently 
started in make-up.

Tn Europe, T started taking it easy, 
forgetting to flan and finding more 
enjoyment in the study of the 
languages and musie than in doing 
the night spots. 


With the result that when T re- 
turned to Hollywood studios, thie time 
fo appear. with;Geerge Raft and Jean 
Parker in “TAmelouse’ Nichts.” I 
was decreed the most sophisticated 
woman by ‘4he\ Mavfair Manneqnin 
Academy of Manhattan. 

I don’t know just how to take it. 
I am no longer a flapper. That is 
certain. But, at the same time. I do 
not feel I am sophisticated in the 
sense the term usually denotes— 
blase. 


I feel sorry for blase people. They 
irk me. True sophistication should 
not mean this. Ft should describe 
a person who is at ease in any sit- 
uation, who has en avid interest in 
peonle and things. In life. As a true 
sophisticate, I am proud to be one, 


And. in the same regard for the 
word, Hollywood has, on and off the 
screen, several charming  sophisti- 
cates. On the screen, I believe. Elissa 
Landi and Kent Taylor are the out- 
Standing ones among the persons I 
have met since my return from Ton- 
don. IA private life, Marlene Diet- 
rich and Carl Brisson are my choiee. 


As for me, I am not a flapper, Nor 
do I ever want to see the return of 
flapperism to this or any other ecoun- 
try. I just want to he myself. 

And in being myself I can only

Robert J. Watt, a Massachusetts 
delegate, charged the collective bar- 
gaining clause of the recovery act had 
been “uSed against the workers them- 
selves.”

The 
people tumbled out over the side and 
back, and ran to the wider part of 
the road at. the near end of the 
bridge. We stopped the auto. I got 
out, went to the horse, and led him 
by. They begged me to be careful.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(UP)— 
Wall Street tonight took President 
Roosevelt’s statement * that prices 
must go still higher before they are 
stabilized as predominantly bullish 
and acted accordingly. 

Sentiment was improved. Infla- 
tionists and conservatives alike found 
cause for satisfaction in the presi- 
dential utterances. 

Stock market charts bore out spec- 
ulative optimism. 

Sections of the Street were par- 
ticularly pleased at the Rooseveltian 
declaration against wild price fluc- 
tuations in basic commodities. This 
was interpreted to mean that prices 
will be upped considerably and that 
a stable higher price level will be 
maintained. Just how this is to be 
done the Street did not profess to 
know, but the Washington news did 
give an excuse for action and ac- 
tion is what a lot of brokerage houses 
must have if they are to continue to 
meet their pay rolls. 

GOLD HIKE SEEN. 

Inflationists believed that some sort 
of inflationary moves might be at- 
tempted. It was thought possible that 
a further increase in the gold price 
might be introduced. Some leading 
exponents of increased gold prices— 
and consequent paring of dollar valu- 
ation—suggested that a further in- 
crease from the current $35 an ounce 
for gold might be feasible. Lon- 
don’s price of gold has been advancing 
steadily and reached a record high 
this week. 

But the president gave no indica- 
tion that any definite method of in- 
creasing the price level had been 
agreed upon. 

Meanwhile, “convefvatives” felt 
there had been definite tendencies to- 
wards the right in recent administra- 
tion moves. They pointed to the ad- 
ministration position that industrial 
profit-making was desired, They point- 
ed to hopes—based on conferences, 
court actions, etc.—that more leniency 
might be expected in the price fixing 
provisions. They also pointed out that 
the higher level of commodity prices 
could be accomplished by a reassured 
industrial group which would increase 
its operation, bring more work and 
therefore greater demand. 

BROAD RALLY. 

These factors mainly were respon- 
sible for the smart rally in the stock 
market today. Prices surged forward 
fractions to 3 points in trading vol- 
ume of 990,000 shares, the best day 
since August 22. The rally was touched 
off by further strength in mercantile 
shares but before the five-hour ses- 
sion was ended the old-time market 
leaders—Atchison, Big Steel, Tele- 
phone, Chrysler and General Motors 
—were putting on private demonstra- 
tions of strength. 

It was a cheering day for Wall 
Street and made more so by general 
acceptance of bankers and brokers on 
the theory that the Marseilles assas- 
sinations were result of a local situa- 
tion tnd involved no complicated in- 
ternational significance. The foreign 
exchange market quieted after the 
nervousness yesterday. 

Thus the outlook appeared bullish 
tonight. There is a_ likelihood, of 
course, of some lull inasmuch as a 
holiday comes in trading Friday—Co- 
lumbus Day—but most of Wall Street 
felt quite optimistic by the close of 
today’s session. Chief among businéss 
improvement was the gain in electric 
output reported by Edison Electric In-

Joseph 8S. Davis, 81, long an active 
figure in public and business life of 
Albany and southwest Georgia, died 
at his country home near here today.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(4)— 
Building operations contracted by 
more than the usual seasonal amount 
in September, according to the month- 
ly report of Dun & Bradstreet. 

Building. improved during August 
over July, but in September the to- 
tal volume of building permits drop- 
ped 23 per cent under August. The 
normal seasonal decline is about 10 
per cent. 

The total of permits in September 
was the lowest for any month since 
last March and the lowest for any 
September in recent years. 

The estimated cost of construction 
work for which permits were issued 
in 215 cities amounted to $26,520,- 
686 in September, according to Dun 
& Bradstreet. This compared with 
$34,452,738 in August and with $32,- 
243,704 in September, 1933. The de- 
crease from a year ago was 17.7 per 
cent.

Company Proposed Terms 
Before Bids Were Asked, 
Letters Reveal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(4)}— 
Evidence purporting to show that the 
Colombian Steamship Company, inc., 


suggested some of the § terms 
of its ocean mail contract  be- 
fore bids were advertised was present- 
ed at the postoffice department’s in- 
vestigation of the mail contracts. 
The evidence was contained in con- 
fidential correspondence taken from 
the files of the company in New 
York. The Colombian line received 
in March, 1930, a $5,500,000 contract 
to carry mail vetween New York 
and Port Colombia. 


The letters showed that the com- 
panys Washington attorney, Wil- 
liam I. Denning, sent a_ tentative 
draft of the postoffice department’s 
advertisement to C, C. Pearsall, 
vice president and general manager 
of the company, asking for sugges- 
tions on such items as refrigeration. 

Earlier correspondence sho ved that 
the United Fruit Company, which had 
once made g lower bid on the con- 
tract sought by Colombian, had in- 
dicated a willingness not to bid the 
second time if the government asked 
for bids on two routes in which it 
was interested. 

When the second bids were opened 
it was found that the Colombian line 
was the only bidder and it got the 
contract at the same figures it sub- 
mitted in the first bid—$2.50 a 
statute mile for Class 6 ships and $6 
for Class 4. These bids were nigher 
than the United Fruit Company's 
first bid.
